IMPRISONMENT FOR DEBT ORDINANCE 

No. 2D of 1926. 

An Ordinance to amend the Law with regard to 

imprisonment for debt and failure to 

pay a line and costs. 


BE IT ENACTED by the High Commissioner for Palestine, 
with the advice of the Advisory Council thereof 

1. This Ordinance may be cited as the Imprisonment Short title, 
for Debt Ordinance, 1920. 


2. The provisions of Section 58 of the Trial Upon Informa¬ 
tion Ordinance, 1924 shall apply to Magistrates Courts.

3. When a person convicted by any Criminal Court of a Imprisoment for 
criminal offence and ordered to pay a fine or costs fails to pay future to pay line 

the amount adjudged by the sentence to be paid by him, the costs ' lmind 
Court may in lieu of issuing a warrant of seizure and sale of 
the movable property of the convicted person, order his arrest 
and his imprisonment for a period equivalent to one day for 
every PT. 10 or for any less sum remaining unpaid: 

Provided that unless the Court in its sentence shall have 
fixed a period of imprisonment to be undergone in default of 
payment, such period shall not be less than 7 days nor more 
than 90 da vs.

5. Section 59 of the Trial Upon Information Ordinance, Repeal. 

1924, is hereby repealed. Article 37 of the Ottoman Penal Code 

and paragraph 2 of Article 61 of the Ottoman Magistrates Law, 

13131 A. H., shall cease to have effect in Palestine.
